bynder my command to Garizon in Dublin and other principa]l Garizons vnder 
kieſtics obedience that being the chiefe point granted me forthe ſecuritie of the 
enoagement, ſoasI maincly miſtruſted there was no good intention towards the 
kderat Catholicks cirher in the matters granted or in the ſecuritic thereof, ſeeing 
Fin the ucry firſt entrance an apparent breach of the promiſe contained inrthar 
Wement, ſoas it ſtood neither with honor nor ſecuritie I should rely on that enga- 
ent. Being therefore compelled to deſist from further proceeding therein, ac- 
Wnoly. withdrew the forces vnder my command to the Quarters deſigned for them 
drder ofthe Councell and Congregation. yet leaſt any should be misled by an opi- 
dofthe continuance of that Treatic or any concluſion thereu pon,I thought good 
tnding any thingin the whole condudt of that affairewhereby the innocency of 
{ons may not be generally acknowledged)ropublish this declaration, tharall the 
Wederar Catholicks may be thereby forewarned to ſtand on their owne defence 
Wl the aduerſc Party, and not toinſiſt orrely onany Conditions bur, ſuchas by 
Wy ofthe Councell and Congregation, or of the Generall Aſſembly shall be ſer-
